Gezieral  Remarka 

The  -vracant  post  of  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  was  filled  in 
April  and  as  a result  the  task  of  carrying  out  initial  general 
inspect! oils  t;'-'::  premises  registered  under  the  Offices ^ Shops  and 

Railvray  Premises  A.ct  19^3?  v/hich  was  suspended  in  19^4,  was  recommenced 
and  all  premises  v/era  inspected  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Vfcrk  on  tb.e 
Council's  Slum  Clearance  Programme  held  in  abeyance  was  again  undertaken. 


The  Discontimancs  Order  mads  by  the  Council  for  the  Astbui’y  Marsh 
Cara-Yan  Site  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Enquiry  in  April  and  the  Order 
was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Hoosirjg  and  Local  Go^femment  in  October 
requiring  the  use  to  be  discontinued  by  the  1st  June  196?. 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  is  now  reduced 
to  one 5 no  application  being  received  for  the  renewal  of  the  licence  for 
the  premises  occupied,  by  the  Congleton  Co-operative  Society  in  Moor- 
Streets 

It  has  been  noted  that  the  amount  of  indiscriminate  tipping  on  the 
roadside 5 in  disused  quarries^  etcuj  is  on  the  increase,  items  vairying 
from  debris  follovving  house  repairs  to  motor  vehicle  bodies  and  although 
this  is  not  yet  a public  health  problem  it  could  become  so  if  noxious 
waste  was  to  be  tipped. 

The  Oo-uncil  corisidered  the  inplications  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (Markets 
Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966.  and  decided,  among  other 
things,  that  as  a matter  of  policy  there  be  no  further  lettings  of  stalls 
in  the  outside  market  for  the  sale  of  food.

Conp'laints 

During  the  year  129  complaints  were  received  and  investigated;  22  of 
these  were  found  to  be  concerning  matters  which,  could  not  be  deal.t  -ivith 
by  the  department | 33  were  known  to  be  related  to  dangerous  structures, 
waste  of  virater  and  other  matters  and  were  referred  to  the  departments 
concerned . 

Nuisances 

Polio-wing  complaints,  and  as  a result  of  routine  sunrey,  114  houses 
were  inspected,  a total  of  97  nuisances  found  and  6.5  informal  notices 
issued,  296  visits  were  nade  to  houses  previously  inspected  and  82 
nuisances  found  to  be  a.batedo  60  informal  notices  were  complied  with, 

3 formal  notices  were  served  and  complied  with. 
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The  repair  of  existing  drainage  was  supervised  and  necessary  testing 
done,  324  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  work  and  the  tracing 
of  existing  drainage  at  various  properties. 


Routine  san5)les  were  taken  monthly  from  each  of  the  town's  systems 
of  supply g from  the  baths  at  the  National  Children's  home  and  also  during 
the  season  from  the  Council's  swimming  baths.  The  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Services  Chester 3 carried  out  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  san^jles  and  the  reports  were  satisfactory. 

All  except  27  (80  occupants)  of  the  houses  in  the  Borou^  have  piped 
water  inside  the  houses  from  public  water  mains.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 


The  licensed  site  at  Rocky  Pool 3 Timbersbrookj  was  visited  regularly 
and  was  kept  in  good  conditiono  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  with 
preventing  use  of  the  site  during  the  close  season  and  only  after 
prosecution  threat  by  the  Oouncil  was  the  in^roper  use  finally  resolved. 

The  Discontinuance  Order  made  by  the  Council  for  the  Astbury  Marsh 
Caravan  Site  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Eriquiiy  in  April  and  the  Order 
was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Homing  and  Local  Government  in  October 
requiring  the  use  to  be  discontimed  by  the  1st  June  1967°
